TRY TO ASSASSINATE 


ARGENTINA PRESIDENT 


Cable Confirms Report That President 


De La Plaza Was i Assassin's 


Target July Ninth. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


Buenos Aires, Argentina, Aug. 10.— 
It has developed that the attempt 
made to assassinate President da !a 
Plaze ; while he was reviewing 
the 
centenary < celebration from the bal- 
cony of Government House on July 9 
as reported by cable, had root in the 
president's recent refusal to commute 
the sentence of two men condemned 
to death/for murder. 
The assassin 
Juan Mandrini, who is .believed to be 
of unsound mind, declares that he be- 
lieved the execution of the two men 
was "a legal crime," which he felt 
caled upon to«avenge. .They were the 
first iexecutions in the :'Argentine for 
more than fifteen years, and with this 
exception President de la Plaza had 
himself always refused to sign death 
sentences, but he refused to interfere 
in these two because he deemed the 
murder a wilful one. 


The-execution has already prompt- 
ed opponents to capital punishment to 
introduce in Congress a. bill to abol- 
ish capital punishment altogether 
The attempt to kill the President 
on the eve of .Ms retirement in favor 
of the newly elected radical candidate 
Dr. Ingoyea i created a great 
sensa- 
tion in the capital. A great military 
parade which was one of the culmin- 
ating features of the week's celebra- 
tion, was just concluding in front of 
Government house, where stands had 
been erected for the accommodation 
of pectators. On a balcony overlook- 
ing these stands appeared the Presi- 
dent with .the Brazilian ambassador 
Dr. Barbosa, on his right and the Bo- 
livian ambassador, Dr. Villazon on 
his left, with various ministers of 
state also in the party. Suddenly a 
man standing on.the pavement below 
drew1 a revolver and fired, shouting 
"Down with the autocrat!" The bul- 
let struck the wall just behind tbe 
President- 


He paled for -a moment, then calm- 
ly remarked, "The man has only fired 
a blank cartridge." In the meantime 
people in the streets fell upon 
the 
assassin and tried to lynch him but 
soldiers .rescued him and carried him 
off to prison.

FIVE MILLION MEN 


IN WAR PRISONS 


Mere Than Twice as Many Men Are 


Captives As Have Ever Before 


Participate/ in Any War. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


New 
York, Aug. 10.—More than 
a.000,000 prisoners, double the number 
of men engaged in previous wars that 
the world has known are now con- 
fined in prison camps of the belliger- 
ent nations, according to Dr. John R. 
Mott, General Secretary of the inter- 
national committee of the Young 
Men's Christian association who ar- 
rived 
here 
today 
on the 
Danish 
steamer Oscar II. from Copenhagen 
Dr. Mott left here in May for Russia 
and has visited the prison camps of 
nearly all countries at war. Dr. Mott 
said that of. the prisoners, Germany 
has the greatest 
number, 
approxi- 
mately, 1,750,000. Russia, -with about 
1,500,000 comes next, 
then Austria 
with one million followed in order by 
France, Italy, Great Britain and Tur- 
key. 
Russia's prisoners, he 
added, 
are rapidly increasing, 
more 
than 
400,000 having been added to camps 
since beginning of the last Russian 
drive. -In six weeks, Dr. Mott added, 
230,000 passed through Kiev. 


"I found," Dr. Mott said, "that re- 
ports as. to the treatment of prison- 
ers of war were receiving, have been 
greatly exaggerated. 
In all of the 
countries Ihe prisoners received vir- 
tually the same food and care."
